The government, headed by Zagh- 
lul Pasha, then resigned. 
Payment of the sum (nearly $2.- 
500,000) which so severely taxed the 
Egyptian treasury, was made under 
the guns of a British warship, the 
Benbow, which arrived at Alexandria 
this morning. 
The check was accompanied by a 
brief note fo protest that some of 
Britain's other demands delivered by 
Lord Allenby contained 
seven 
de­ 
mands and threatened 
appropriate 
measures if they were not complied 
with within 24 hours. 
This time 
limit expired, and a new note was 
presented, demanding the payment of 
the indemnity by noon today. 


GOVERNMENT PLANS 
ARE CLOSELY GUARDED 
London, Nov. 24— Important troop, 
naval and air force movements were 
under discussion by the British cab­ 
inet when it met at 
IO 
Downing 
Street at noon today to consider the 
critical situation in Egypt. 
The government’s plans were close­ 
ly guarded, as the extent of the mea­ 
sures to be taken depends upon the 
promptitude with which the British 
demands are met.

LIGHTNING IGNORES 
RADIO ANTENNAE

Washington, Nov. 24. 
Radio an ­ 
tennae are neither protection against 
lightning nor a menace, the Bureau 
of Standards announces after exhaus­ 
tive teats. 
Antennae need not lie considered 
as potential inviters 
of 
lightning 
strokes, being in a class witli other 
metal objects normally found about 
buildings such as metal gutters, down 
spouts, ami wire clothes-lines, the bu­ 
reau finds, 
As commonly installed, they are of 
relatively small size, both in extent 
and In the diameter of the wire used. 
If grounded, the bureau says, or pro­ 
vided with it lightning arrester, they 
may afford a very 
slight 
gradual 
drainage of electricity as well ag a 
lightning rod hut a direct stroke Is 
likely to fuse them and t^ar them 
from their fastenings on account of 
their small diameter. 
The ground lead of an aerial con­ 
stitutes a lightning rod 
having 
a 
single down conductor, whereas good 
lightning rod practice, the bureau be­ 
lieves, requires at least two down 
conductors electrically paralleled but 
as widely separated as possible.

The man who gained the confid­ 
ence of bankers, merchants, lawyers 
and retired capitalists and then, ac­ 
cording to their charges, fleeced them 
out of millions in his great “ Bayano 
Trust of Panama,” was found in lux­ 
ury on an estate near Halifax known 
as “ Pinehurst Lodge.”

Cairo, Nov. 24.— Just 15 minutes 
before expiration of the time limit 
set in the British 
ultimatum, 
the 
Egyptian government at 11:45 a. rn. 
tod£*y paid Great Britain 500,000 
pounds, as indemnity for the assas­ 
sination of Sir Lee Stack. 
The government, headed by Zagh- 
lul Pasha, then resigned. 
Payment of the sum (nearly $2,- 
500,000) which so severely taxed the 
Egyptian treasury, was made under 
the guns of a British warship, the 
Benbow, which arrived at Alexandria 
this morning. 
The check was accompanied by a 
brief note fo protest that some of 
Britain’s other demands delivered by 
Lord Allenby contained 
seven 
de­ 
mands and threatened 
appropriate 
measures if they were not complied 
with within 24 hours. 
This time 
limit expired, and a new note was 
presented, demanding the payment of 
the indemnity by noon today.

The more seriously wounded as 
Ballant is Myles O’Donnell, one of the 
five O’Donnell brothers who are said 
by police to head a powerful “beer 
syndicate.“O’ Donnell was shot down 
by Tancl 200 feet from the Inn. 
Tancl collapsed near O'Donnell, but 
not satisfied with having shot him, 
Tancl, with smoking

distance of O'Donnell and pawed ut 
him with the revolver.

King Immediately ordered all of 
the marks and stains carved out and 
turned over to Charles Long, chem 
Isl, for analysis. 
In the parsonage pathologists to 
day burned the bodies of two guinea 
pigs, hoping through this experiment 
to learn something of 
the 
circum­ 
stances of Mrs. Sheatsiey’s death. 
With King standing ut his side, 
Dr. H. M. Brundage threw the bodies 
Into the furnace and watched them 
burn. 
The furnace fire was brought to 
approx!mutely tin; same heat as that 
in which the pastor’s wife was found. 
The guinea pigs were allowed to char 
until their flesh resembled that of the 
furnace victim and then were remov­ 
er! to Dr. Brundage's laboratory for 
further study.

Washington, Nov. 24. —Radio an- 
tennae are neither protection against 
lightning nor a menace, the Bureau 
of Standards announces after exhaus­ 
tive tests. 
Antennae need not be considered 
as potential inviters 
of 
lightning 
strokes, being in a class with other 
metal objects normally found about 
buildings such as metal gutters, down 
spouts, and wire clothes-lines, the bu­ 
reau finds. 
As commonly installed, they are of 
relatively small size, both in extent 
and in the diameter of the wire used. 
If grounded, the bureau says, or pro­ 
vided with a lightning arrester, they 
may afford a very 
slight 
gradual 
drainage of electricity as well as a 
lightning rod hut a direct stroke is 
likely to fuse them and t^ar them 
from their fastenings on account of 
their small diameter. 
The ground lead of an aerial con­ 
stitutes a lightning rod 
having 
a 
single down conductor, whereas good 
lightning rod practice, the bureau be­ 
lieves, requires at least two down 
conductors electrically paralleled but 
as widely separated as possible.

The man who gained the confid­ 
ence of bankers, merchants, lawyers 
and retired capitalists and then, ac­ 
cording to their charges, fleeced them 
out of millions in his great “Bayano 
Trust of Panama,” was found in lux­ 
ury on an estate near Halifax known 
as “Pinehurst Lodge.” 
He had been 
admitted to the most exclusive soci­ 
ety of the Canadian city, Crowe’s 
men reported.

GERMANY HAS~ 
DIFFICULTY WITH 
NEW CURRENCY 


(By United Prt-s*) 
W ashington, Nov. 
24. 
The G er­ 
man public, accustom ed to the b lo at­ 
ed cu rren cy of the paper m ark, has 
not yet readjusted itself to the sound 
Valves of the new* currency. 
As a re ­ 
sult, A m erican T ra d e Com missioner 
Douglas Miller reports to the D ep art­ 
ment of Commerce, the average p u r­ 
chaser pays far beyond the fair value 
of moat ev e ry th in g he buys in G er­ 
m any today. 
T his deflation at home of tire value 
of the gobi reserve currency w hich 
the Allies helped the G erm an govern­ 
ment create th ro u g h the Dawes plan 
and th e recent loan 
had 
mystified 
European observers of the 
d e p a rt­ 
ment here. 
They figured from 
an 
economic basis and could not account 
for th e huge increase from the m an u ­ 
factured to the retail value of com­ 
modities in G erm any. 
T hey neglect­ 
ed the hu m an equation in th e ir cal­ 
culations, Miller points out. 
"Vivid recollections of 
war-tlrm* 
difficulties In the procurem ent 
of 
staple com m odities.” 
Miller states, 
"still linger in the G erm an mind and 
am ply account for the a ttitu d e w hich 
retail houses can assume tow ard their 
clientele. 
■■German currency has so long been 
on a fictitious paper busts th a t th e 
average purchaser had lost all ap p re­ 
ciation of the prices Justified in term s 
of staple money. 
T his u tte r lack of 
the new currency perm itted th e m er­ 
ch an ts to take ad v a n tag e by exact- 
nig unjustified prices.'* 
T he high profits of the retail trade 
in G erm any because of these unusual 
circum stances have attrac ted many 
w ith sm all capital. 
The m u ltip lica­ 
tion of shops, Miller said, w ith a co r­ 
responding drop in th e volum e of 
business done by each, has added to 
the price which th e consum er m ust 
pay. 
E aeh new shop m eans added 
overhead 
w hich m ust increase the 
selling price. 
Sim ilarly, the doubling 
of 
the 
num ber of tra d in g and 
producing 
firms between 1913 and this year has 
added to the overhead of production. 
W ith no su b stan tial increase in the 
volum e of business it was pointed 
out th a t twice the num ber of firms 
m eant th a t each concern did half as 
much business a# form erly and th a t 
in th e end the consum er m ust pay. 
M iller blamed taxation in part for 
increasing the m a n u fa ctu rin g costs of 
G erm an products. 
“ T h e G erm an m a n u fa c tu re r," M il­ 
ler said, "p a y in g the lowest wages In 
any one of the

Faults in Machinery 
Brass workers hear “tempers,’’ dull 
tools and noises imperceptible to ordt 
nury ears. ‘"I rained he iring tuts saved 
us thousands of dollars,'’ says a Writer 
in tile official publication of a firm of 
brass 
m anufacturers of 
W aterbury 
Conn. 
Some time ago it w as discovered 
thut there were many employees of 
the company, both men and women, 
whose sense of hearing was so acute 
(lint in spite of tim deafening roar of 
machinery, they could hear noises, or 
tim absence of Apises, that Hie ordi 
wiry person won id never notice. In 
every case it wus discovered that this 
unusual gift was not Inherited, lint ac­ 
quired. 
It didn’t come to them suddenly or 
easily, but only after yours of experi­ 
ence and familiarity with their work, 
surrounded by the same 
machines, 
that their hearing would develop this 
delicate keenness that gave them tile 
power to notice the smallest 
sound 
amid other noises. 
A curious tiling 
was found, tiiat Hie uldliiy is more 
common w here factory noises are deaf 
ening. 
It is the overpowering noise 
itself th a t makes these trained ears so 
delicate th at they 
can 
hear what 
would l»e inaudible to others, observes 
the Literary Digest. 


Magical Power Seen 
in Shorthand Writing 
Tim ancients appear to have regard 
cd their shorthand w riters as pos­ 
sessed of a faculty closely akin to 
magic. 
Ausonius, a poet of tile Fourth 
century, addressing a shorthand wri 
ter, says: "Your hand, of which Hie 
movement Is hardly perceptible, tiles 
over the waxy surface! and thong . 
my tongue runs over long phrases, you 
fix my Ideas on your tablets long be­ 
fore they are worded. 
I wish I could 
think as rapidly as you write! . . . 
Who lias revealed to you what I was 
meditating? 
How many thefts does 
your baud make in my soul?'' 
Thew* is no evidence to show that 
the speed of ancient shorthand writer 
uhs at ait comparable with that of our 
own day. 
They wrote upon waxed 
tablets and no specimen of their ar! 
npjiears to have been preserved. 
For 
centuries there was no shorthand In 
the world. 
It was not revived until 
1588, 
when 
Dr. 
Timothy 
Bright, 
a 
Yorkshire carson, published a hook,

IMAGINATION is what is lacking in most pity; with that in­ 
gredient left out pity is always insipid and sometimes nauseating.

ing through mountains and over deserts uncared for and unde­ 
fended. Our country then gave millions for their rescue. 
But when the wonderful philanthropy of Near East Relie f 
gathered these pitiful child wanderers into its orphanages and 
gave them shelter, food and education, the horror of it passed into 
tranquility, and imagination failed us. The children were safe, 
and very largely the American people ceased to give. But as any­ 
body knows who gives even a momen’s thought to the matters, 
these tragic children need food just as imperatively in asylums 
and schools as they did in Hie desert. 
It is a wise catering to human nature’s deficiencies when, lo 
awaken our imagination again, the Near East organization asks 
us on its Golden Rule Sunday, December 7, to eat the same kind 
Of scant and frugal dinner which these orphans have to be content 
with all the while—wholesome no doubt, but lacking the blue- 
ribbon cookery that gives tang to appetite ordinarily in our homes. 
That experience, accepted, ought to make us all feel that we 
are again in the very presence of these orphans, and such visu­ 
alization should revive the generosity with which This country 
formerly gave to their necessities.

Kl GENE FIELD 


C h a r l e s H. D e n n is , managing editor of tho Chicago Daily 
News, has written a biography of Eugene Field, entitled “ Eugene 
Field’s Creative Years.” 
Dennis was the first to read Field’s 
“Little Boy Blue,” and for years he was Field's managing editor. 
As such, he passed on all the copy Field turned out for the paper, 
and he had to weigh every line, for Field’s whimsical humor some­ 
times packed “dynamite” in unsuspicious lines. 
Much mention 
is made of Field’s poetry in the review published and not a word 
is said of his prose effusions which ran as a column of “Sharps 
and Flats” in the Chicago Daily News. 
It was in those lines, no doubt, that Dennis had lo sit light, 
look sharp and contemplate the after effects, if any. The column 
Field wrote has never been duplicated and any imitator would un­ 
doubtedly fall “flat.” 
In that column he embodied his philosophical notations, his 
comments on things, and his “news” items, and many others, 
written in his rare, whimsical humor, rested on rather light, va­ 
pory, airy foundations. 
In those days people grabbed their copies of the Daily News, 
and the first thing scanned was generally Field’s column. 
His 
observations on actors, and other noted people, some of whom he 
had never met, were philosophic and sounded really more genuine 
than if he had ever met them. 
Dennis, as the friend and managing editor of Field, probably 
sat many a day as uneasily c n the bed of the “Sharps and Fiats*’ 
as a duck on a nest Of lien eggs.

and Flats” in the Chicago Daily News. 
It was in those lines, no doubt, that Dennis had to sit tight, 
look sharp and contemplate the after effects, if any. The column 
Field wrote has never been duplicated and any imitator would un­ 
doubtedly fall “flat.”

Bagatelle grounds, near Paris,

from Brazil. 
For the first time in IO years he 
plans to spend the w inter here, if he 
can stand the climate. 
Santos-Du­ 
mont, as one of the promoters of avi­ 
ation, can easily glance over th e pro­ 
gress made since he established an 
actual record at a time when yards 
m eant as much as a thousand miles 
today. 
"I admire the airships 
like 
the 
ZR-3, which so successfully crossed 
the A tlantic,” said Dumont, "b u t I 
d o n ’t thin k the same feat could he 
done weekly, even monthly, without 
serious accidents. 
‘Among other things, Zeppelins, 
owin g to the fact t h a t ,t h e y are long 
balloons, offer more surface to attacks 
of the elements such as wind and 
lightning. 
Remember the catastro- 
phy to the French Dirigible Dixmude, 
an ex-Herman airship. 
I am sure a 
w aterplnnc of less power th a n the 
Dixmude Would have escaped, while 
the airship had absolutely no means 
to avoid being wrecked. 
Tile ques­ 
tion of landing will always be a very 
difficult one for air monsters. 
“ Nevertheless, I have no doubt that 
sooner or later a Zeppelin will go 
from Europe to South America, pos­ 
sibly from Spain. 
Very likely, thin 
Zeppelin will fly over Rio and r o o It 
Buenos Aires. 
But should the same 
airship or others try to make the trip 
regularly, I am afraid nearly all this 
fleet will be destroyed, either in mid- 
A tlantic or in the south of Brazil. 
where there are terrib le windstorms 
th at no Zeppelin could stand. 
“I believe planes much similar to 
those being used at present, but built 
stronger and 
with slight improve­ 
ments have many more chances of 
becoming the ideal 
means of fast 
tr ave ling between the old and new 
continents. 
‘‘Many reasons are in 
favor 
of 
planes, w aterplanes of course, espe­ 
cially type'- which, as some uigg< st- 
cd, may descend a n y w h e re and be 
transform ed into boats. 
Immense 
progress has already been done in 
t h a t respect, and this is why I say, 
com paratively little rem ains 
to 
be 
done to th e s tru c tu re of planes for 
Use in world trips. 
“Where, in spite of .much work and 
researches which have been very suc­ 
cessful already but insufficient, there 
is still much to modify in the me­ 
chanical part, especially the motors. 
Motors are far from being perfect, 
and precisely w hat will be needed on 
tra n s a tla n tic planes is excellent mo­ 
tors which it may ta ke years to get 
in such shape th a t there cannot be 
any trouble in any circumstance. 
“ In view of all this, I th in k the in­ 
a u g u ra tio n of a passenger service to 
and from North and South America 
should be delayed until there are less 
risk*. 
My idea would be for services 
first on r a th e r 
light 
waterplanes 
which would carry mail exclusively. 
Much could be learned then without 
grea t danger, and 
th e 
experience 
would furnish plenty of material for 
im provem ents, which, when motors 
have 
been 
sufficiently 
perfected. 
would enable to build big machines 
t h a t would safely c a rry passenger^ 
across, at least as safely as ships,"

Santo-Dumont, in an 
interview given to the United Press 
Santos-Dumont, who 18 years ago. 
started on a plane he built in France 
and covered 200 meters over 
the 
Bagatelle grounds, near Paris, 
has 
come 
again 
to 
F rance 
recently 
from Brazil. 
For the first time in IO years he 
plans to spend the w inte r here, if lie 
can stand the climate. 
Santos-Du­ 
mont, as one of the promoters of avi­ 
ation, can easily glance over the pro­ 
gress made since he established an 
actual record at a time when yards 
m eant as much as a thousand miles 
today. 
“ I admire the airships 
like 
the 
ZR-3, which so successfully crossed 
the A tlantic,” said Dumont, ‘‘but I 
d o n ’t think the same feat could be 
done w’eekly, even monthly, w ith o u t 
serious accidents. 
“ Among oth er things, Zeppelins, 
owin g to the fact t h a t ,t h e y are long 
balloons, offer more surface to attacks 
of the elements such as wind and 
lightning. 
Remember the catastro- 
phy to the French Dirigible Dixmude 
an ex-German airship. 
I ani sure a 
w aterplane of less power th a n the 
Dixmude would have escaped, while 
the airship had absolutely no means 
to avoid being wrecked. 
The ques 
tion of landing will always be a very 
difficult one for air monsters. 
"Nevertheless, I have no doubt that 
sooner or later a Zeppelin will go 
from Europe to South America, pos 
sibly from Spain. 
Very likely, this 
Zeppelin will fly over Rio and reach 
Buenos Aires. 
But should the same 
airship or oth ers try to make the trip 
regularly, I am afraid nearly all this 
fleet will be destroyed, either in mid- 
A tlantic or in the south of Brazil. 
w h e r e there are terrible windstorms 
th a t no Zeppelin could stand. 
“ I believe planes much similar to 
those being used at present, but built 
stronger and w ith slight improve­ 
ments have many more chances of 
becoming the ideal means of fast 
trav elin g between the old and new 
continents. 
“ Many reasons are in 
favor 
of 
planes, waterplanes of course, espe­ 
cially types which, as some suggest­ 
ed, may descend anyw here and be 
transform ed into boats. 
Immense 
progress has already been done in 
t h a t respect, and this is why I say, 
comparatively little remains 
to 
be 
done to the s tru c tu re of planes for 
Use in world trips. 
“ Where, in spite of much work and 
researches which have been very suc­ 
cessful already but insufficient, there 
is still much to modify in the me­ 
chanical part, especially the motors. 
Motors are far from being perfect, 
and precisely w h a t will be needed on 
tra n s a tla n tic planes is excellent mo­ 
tors which it may take years to get 
in such shape th a t there cannot be 
any trouble in an y circumstance. 
“ In view of all this, I th in k the in­ 
a u g u ra tio n of a passenger service to 
and from N orth and South America 
should be delayed until there are less 
risks. 
My idea would be for services 
first on ra th e r 
light 
w ate rplanes 
w hich would carry mail exclusively. 
Much could be learned th en w ithout 
g reat danger, and 
the 
experience 
would furnish plenty of material for 
improvements, which, when motors 
have 
been 
sufficiently 
perfected, 
would enable to build big machines 
t h a t would safely carry passengers 
across, at least as safely as ships,” 
In concluding the interview', San- 
tos-Dumont praised most highly the 
P ortuguese aviators Sacadura Cabral 
and Count in ho, who were th e first 
to fly from Lisbon to Rio de Janeiro,

The big purses that mode boxing the most profitable profession in the 
country for three years resulted from outdoor shows and (hey were patron­ 
ized so well that promoters could afford to offer absurd purses for the most 
ordinary attractions. 
It was foolish to believe that the public would tolerate 
indefinitely sn (th an exorbitant assessment for lite enjoyment of a sport that 
was decreasing constantly in class by tin- refusal of the topnotcliers to meet 
real opponents.

Tile big purses that made boxing the most profitable profession in the 
country for three years resulted from outdoor shows and they were patron­ 
ized so well that promoters could afford to offer absurd purses for the most 
ordinary attractions. 
It was foolish to believe that tin* public would tolerate 
indefinitely such an exorbitant assessment for the enjoyment of a sport that 
was decreasing constantly in class by the refusal of the topnotchers to meet 
real opponents. 
Some managers fooled themselves Into the notion that tile public would 
stand for anything and they wouldn’t consider a match that would demand 
any kind of a risk for their fighter. 
The public finally got fed up on poor 
shows and stopped paying the freight. 
The Firpo-Wilis fight was such a terrible bust that it practically closed 
the outdoor arenas for the season and almost blew up the business.
